REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

At page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner is requesting that the applicant elect a species 
as follows: 

At least one acetal or semi-acetal of an acylic terpene compound (see claims 
4-30). The applicant is required to elect a single species of acetal or semi- 
aetal of an acylic terpene compound (see instant claims 4-25). Moreover, 
applicant is invited to pick the presence or absence of a "further comprising" 
acetal or semi-acetal of an acylic terpene compound (see instant claims 26- 
30). If the applicant elects to include a "further comprising" component, the 
applicant will be required to elect a specific species for examination. 

To be responsive, the applicant elects, with traverse, Structure 5a, as disclosed in claim 6, as 
the particular speices of an acetal or semi-acetal of an acyclic terpene compound. The applicant 
further elects to include a "further comprising" component and elects Structure 52 as described in 
claim 28 or a mixture of Structure 52 and Structure 53 (as also recited in claim 28). It appears that 
at least claims 1-6 and 28 read on the elected species. 

The applicant believes that the remaining species can be examined at this time since there 
appears to be no serious burden on the part of the Examiner to search the entire scope of the claims. 
This would be further confirmed by the EPO Search Authority examining all species, thus showing 
no burden. At a minimum, the Examiner should proceed with examination of the remaining species 
upon determining the patentability of the elected species.
